It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  the  ages  at  death  from  this  disease  are  on  the 
average  much  older  than  they  were  twenty  vears  ago. 

Cancer  of  the  lung — 6 males  and  2 females.  Recent  research 
has  shown  that  cigarette  smoking  is  ver^-  probably  a pre-disposing 
cause  of  the  disease.  The  ages  at  death  from  cancer  ranged  from 
38  to  81  years.  ® 

Road  accidents  caused  1 death. 


Of  the  164  persons  who  died  in  this  district  during  the  year  87 
(over  50%)  lived  to  over  70  years  of  age  and  of  these  34  died  when 

over  80  years  of  age  and  2 (1  male  and  1 female)  lived  to  be  over 
90  years  of  age.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES  IN  THE  AREA 

W'hen  the  National  Health  Act  came  into  force  the  ambulance 
ser\’ice  was  taken  over  by  the  County  Council.  Chesterfield  is  now 
the  central  depot  (Tel.  No.  4141). 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  AND  CLINICS 

These  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council.  A Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  held  every  week  on  Tuesday  afternoon 
in  a Hall  attached  to  the  Methodist  Chapel,  Clowne.

WATER. 

The  supply  is  satisfactory  and  samples  are  invariably  good. 
The  water  is  not  pliimbo-solvent  and  is  chlorinated  at  the  Hod- 
thorpe  Pumping  Station  which  is  at  the  entrance  to  the  Clown  area. 
.2  parts  per  million  of  chlorine  are  added  to  the  water. 

During  the  year  we  have  received  complaints  of  temporary 
shortage  of  water  at  Jubilee  Cottages.  The  cause  was  found  to  be 
the  blocking  of  si)ecial  strainers  by  coal  particles.  Mr  Boothman, 
The  Water  Manager,  has  very  'kindly  gi\^en  me  the  following 
explanation  : — 

In  the  Clowne  area  considerable  difficulty  and  trouble  has  been 
caused  by  the  presence  of  coal  particles  and  at  Jubilee  Cottages  the 
particles  lodged  in  the  ball  taps  of  the  hot  water  storage  and  W.C. 
cisterns  so  causing  a temporary  stoppage  at  one  house.  The 
particles  of  coal  might  not  stop  the  supply  completely  for  in  certain 
cases  the  ball  taps  were  prevented  from  closing  and  considerable 
wastage  of  water  ensued. 

In  order  to  prevent  this,  five  gauze  strainers  have  been  inserted 
on  the  two  service  pipes  which  supply  the  houses  in  the  vicinity  of 
Jubilee  Cottages.  These  strainers  are  removed  and  cleaned  three 
times  a week.  Mr.  Boothman  hopes  to  discuss  this  matter  of  coal 
particles  in  the  water  supply  with  the  Area  Mechanical  Engineers  of 
the  National  Coal  Board  with  a view  to  preventing  the  further 
ingress  of  coal  to  the  water  mains. 

The  following  is  an  analysis  of  the  water  taken  at  the  Spark- 
enhill  Reservoir  (Clown  Raw  water)  on  18th  December,  1953.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  SEWERAGE  WORKS 

The  new  sewage  works  at  Mount  Pleasant,  Clowne  (Cockhouse 
and  West  Lea)  are  rapidly  nearing  completition  and  we  hope  they 
will  be  opened  in  1954.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
N.C.B.  for  the  70  cottages  at  West  Lea,  which  drain  into  the 
Cockhouse  Works,  to  have  water  closets  and  baths  installed.  These 
houses  will  then  be  brought  up  to  modern  standards  of  sanitation. 


HOUSING 

.\s  mentioned  in  the  Surveyors  report  120  houses  were  built 
by  the  Council  and  14  by  private  enterprise  during  1953. 

Three  dwellings — 1 house  and  2 caravans — were  condemned 
during  the  year. 

There  are  still  a large  number  of  persons  living  in  houses  which 
have  been  condemned  in  previous  years.  In  view  of  the  new  housing 
drive  by  the  Government  to  condemn  unfit  houses  I would  ernestly 
recommend  the  re-housing  of  the  tenants  and  the  pulling  down  of 
the  property  as  soon  as  possible. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  SECTION  47. 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  act  to  compulsorily  remove  an 
old  person  to  hospital  during  1953.  The  problem  of  the  care  of  old 
people  becomes  more  difficult  each  year  with  the  aging  of  the 
population.

It  is  very  important  that  there  should  be  no  lessening  of  the 
immunisation  campaign.  Owing  to  the  absence  of  diphtheria  some 
parents  are  inclined  to  allow  their  children  to  be  unprotected  by 
immunisation.  If  they  continue  to  take  this  attitude  there  may 
easily  be  a return  of  the  disease.  If  a non  immunised  child  catches 
diphtheria  their  chances  of  dying  are  seven  times  greater  than  those 
of  an  immunised  cliild. 


School  children  can  be  immunised  at  school,  and  infants  either 
by  their  own  doctor  or  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics.  In  1953,  27 
school  children  and  139  infants  were  injected  for  the  first  time  and 
many  have  received  booster  doses. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

31  cases  were  notified,  a slight  increase  on  last  year’s  figure. 
The  cases  were  mild  and  there  were  no  deaths.  The  schools  are 
undoubtedly  the  chief  channel  through  which  the  disease  is  spread. 
24  out  of  the  31  cases  notified  were  of  school  age. 

Measles 

343  cases  were  notified.  These  were  mostly  in  the  parishes  of 
Clowne  and  Creswell.  The  outbreak  started  in  February  at  Creswell 
and  at  the  end  of  .April  in  Clowne  and  continued  until  the  end  of 
June. 

Acute  Poliomelitis. 

.All  the  4 cases  notified  were  mild  in  character  and  of  the  non- 
paralytic type.  There  were  no  deaths.  Two  of  the  cases  were 
twins  of  four  years  of  age. 

.An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  Worksop  Hospital  whereby 
a case  of  poliomyelitis  occuring  in  the  Clowne  IC.D.  is  notified  to  the 
hospital  and  operations  for  tonsils  and  adenoids  are  suspended  for 
three  weeks  on  children  from  Clowne. 
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Food  Poisoning. 

2 notifications  were  received. 

One  of  the  patients  a boy  living  at  Creswell  aged  3|  years  of  age 
was  found  to  be  suffering  from  gastro-enteritis.  Bacilli  salmonella 
Typhimurium  were  found  in  his  motions.  No  source  of  this 
infection  was  discovered. 

The  other  case,  a boy  of  16  years,  lived  in  the  parish  of  Clowne. 
While  paying  a visit  to  friends  outside  the  Clowne  area  he  had  some 
apricot  flan  made  with  synthetic  cream,  and  he,  along  with  three 
other  persons  who  had  eaten  the  flan,  developed  diarrhoea,  vomiting 
and  pain  in  the  abdomen.  No  organisms  were  found  in  his  motions. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  due  to  staphylococcus 
Aureus  at  Sheffield  which  was  traced  to  a wedding  breakfast  eaten 
at  W^hitwell  in  the  Clowne  Rural  District  on  Saturday,  August  22nd. 
Only  two  persons,  out  of  the  fifteen  who  attended  the  meal  from  this 
district  were  affected. 

The  catering  arrangements  were  carried  out  by  a Worksop 
firm  and  I understand  from  the  Worksop  M.O.H.  that  the  throat  of 
one  of  the  girls  employed  by  the  firm  concerned  gave  a positive 
result  to  staphylococcus  aureus.  This  organism  was  also  found  in 
the  synthetic  cream  and  in  the  cooked  ham  which  had  been  served 
at  the  breakfast.

General 

During  the  year  120  houses  were  completed  and  let  by  the 
Council  and  14  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  for  owner  occupa- 
tion. 

At  the  end  of  December  1 16  dwellings  were  in  course  of  con- 
- struction,  and  tenders  for  the  erection  of  a further  4 houses  were  let 
and  layouts  for  a further  4 houses  were  in  course  of  preparation. 

The  number  of  dwellings  occupied  at  Southgate  Hutted  Camp 
was  4 in  December.  The  number  of  dwellings  occupied  on  the 
Bevin  Estate  was  42  in  December  and  9 dwellings  were  demolished 
during  the  year. 

Council  Houses 

In  December  the  Council  had  under  its  control  1 ,488  permanent 
houses  and  46  temporary  dwellings. 

Consequent  upon  my  Condition  Survey  of  January,  1953,  251 
houses  and  62  bungalows  were  painted  during  the  year.

Privately  Owned  Houses 

The  summary  and  analysis  of  work  done  to  privately  owned 
houses  is  reported  in  the  appendix.  There  has  been  a general 
relaxation  of  control  of  building  material  and  labour  and  some 
owners  of  property  have  taken  advantage  of  this.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 
Parish  of  Clowne 
Hollin  Hill  Sewage  Works. 

W'ith  the  completion  and  occupation  of  more  houses  in  the 
south  east  drainage  area,  the  Hollin  Hill  Sewage  Works  are  reaching 
full  working  capacity. 

South  West  Drainage  Area 

Tlie  south-west  drainage  area  of  the  parish,  which  is  served  by 
the  West  Lea,  John  Street  and  Cockhouse  sewage  disposal  plants, 
will  sliortly  be  served  by  an  up-to-date  works  combining  the  three 
areas  in  one  plant  at  Low  Road,  Clowne. 

Parish  of  Creswell 

Tlie  whole  of  the  Parish  of  Creswell  sewage  discharges  at  the 
Hennymoor  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Tlie  scheme  for  the  installation  of  the  new  disposal  plant  was 
well  in  hand  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  a starting  date  was  antici- 
pated early  in  the  new  year.

Whitwell  Common  Disposal  Plant

only  and  is  working  satisfactorily.

Barlborough  Sewage  Works 

The  greater  part  of  the  populated  area  of  Barlborough  is 
drained  to  the  disposal  plant  on  the  south  east  side  of  Chesterfield 
Road. 

This  plant  is  overloaded  and  unsatisfactory.  A scheme  to 
modernise  the  works  was  submitted  by  the  Consulting  Engineer 
and  was  approved  by  your  Council,  during  the  year. 

Barbers  Row  Disposal  Plant 

This  plant  deals  with  the  sink  wastes  from  Barbers  Row  and 
2 water  closets  from  a nearby  licensed  premises. 

Wood  Lane  Disposal  Plant 

This  plant  deals  with  the  sink  wastes  and  one  water  closet  from 
the  properties  in  Wood  Lane. 

GENERAL 

h'looding  in  Elmton  Road,  Creswell  and  Station  Road,  Whitwel 
continues  to  give  anxiety. 

In  Creswell,  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  was  anticipated  early 
in  the  new  year  to  carry  out  extensive  modifications  to  the  existing 
sewerage  system  in  conjunction  with  the  proposed  sewage  works. 

In  Whitwell  it  is  proposed  to  deal  with  the  flooding  and  the 
servicing  of  the  Station  Road  Housing  Site  as  one  scheme. 

The  sewering  of  the  Council’s  new  housing  estates  progresses 
with  their  general  development. 

CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

Cleansing 

The  cleansing  of  the  District  comprises  the  emptying  of  dustbins 
the  removal,  emptying  and  disposal  of  tlie  contents  of  pail  closets, 
the  removal  of  the  contents  of  privy  middens  with  the  cleansing  and 
disinfecting  of  the  compartments  and  tlie  emptying  of  cesspools. 

These  services  make  the  most  important  contribution  to  the 
general  health  of  the  conummity,  and  they  have  not  been  carried 
out  without  difficulty.  The  mining,  building  and  a.gricultural 
industries  in  the  district  are  unfortunately  more  attracti\'e  to  labour 
than  tire  cleansing  work  of  the  Council  which  consists  of  the  un- 
pleasant but  very  necessary  tasks  luentioned  above.
